Prvij FitiKsns : the signal 

triumphs Of modern times is the educa- 
tion of the deaf. In many instances 
it is of great excellence. Of the Edu- 
cational Congresses held last summer 
under the auspices of the World's 
Congress Auxiliary during the Colum- 
bian Exposition, there was none 
that amazed or Interested intelligent 
observers more than the Coagn 
the Ceaf, composed of gentlemen and 
ladies from all parts of America, and 
some from foreign countries, while all 
instructors of the deaf felt in it a de- 
gree of pride that nothing else could 
afford them. 

The proceedings of that Congress 
when published will further enlighten 

the public as to the ability of its mem- 
ben as shown in their papers and 
discussions. At tin- same time, dis- 
sertations presented by deaf members 
of the World's Congress of Instruc- 
tors of the Deaf will show that they 
hold fully as high a standard as mem- 
bers who hear. 

No other class of persons in acquir- 
ing an education encounter such diffi- 
culties as do the deaf, so that the w 
der is not that they do no better, but 
that many do SO well. Some period- 
icals devoted exclusively to subjects 
pertaining to the deaf, often present 
articles and editorials by deaf men 
and women with a force and beauty 
of expression that would do credit to 
the best magazines and newspapers, 
They also show force of thought with- 
in tin- lines of subjects they have stud- 
ied and treat of. There is no reason 
why such writers should not extend 
the field of their attention and dis 
lion, and enter the arena where 
discussed questions political, social, 
literary, financial. 

Proposals arc under consideration 
looking to a still greater advancement 
of the deaf. Many of you have real- 
ized the; multiplicity of duties daily 
0U during the \ 

your pupilage. T<» acquire the lan- 
oz books, a trade, needle-work, 
domestic duties, articulation, lip 
ing, physical culture, each of which is 
important, constitute an array of daily 
duties that the students of no hearing 
school are required to pursue. Seve 
ral of these arc so important that the 
entire time of bearing youth is fre- 
quently given to one of them alone. 
The earlier admission of deaf children 
into institutions and schools, and the 
establishment of purely technical 
schools for the deaf, may open the 
way to relieve tl; rush and 

hurry of school life in sonic institu- 
tions for tin- deaf, ami will place their 
pupils in the more favorable environ- 
ments of their hearing fellows, enabl- 
ing them to give time :fnd attention 
with more fullness and precision to 
purely educational work, and afford 
bitter opportunity for recreative e\ 
hoped that these two 
innovations- if such they m 
called upon established u 



speech and lip-reading than has been 
usual in the past. There is a growing 
desire that a much larger percentage 
of the deaf shall master these two 
valuable acipiirements. It is becom- 
ing more generally acknowledged that 
difficult as it is for the .leaf to learn 
to utter intelligible speech, and clear- 
ly read the lips of others, that more 
of them can become able to do so 
than many of their most ardent 
friends have supposed, and that with 
more extensive and skilful instruction, 
with more assiduous attention and 
effort, large results will lie seen. 

The American Association to 
promote the Teaching of Speech to 
Deaf desires by all proper and feasi- 
ble means to encourage and forward 
this good work, and do the utmost it 
can to place the deaf on the highest 
possible plain- of self-reliance, use- 
fulness and happiness. The charter 
of the association specifically mentions 
as its object "to aid schools in their 
efforts to teach speech and speech- 
reading," but yet. it is not estopped 
from any other line of work that may- 
tend to advance the general welfare 
of the deaf. It comes forward with 
the Sentiment of our martyred Presi- 
dent Lincoln, " malice toward none 
and charity for all." It does not in 
most oases expect perfect speech by 
the deaf, for perfect speech is pro- 
duced by not a very large percentage 
of the hearing. All degiv 
cellence of vocal utterance are heard 
daily from the stammerer, the lisper, 
the tongue-tied, the hare-lipped ami 
the thoughtless, to the finished elocu- 
tionist, but no one refuses or is dis- 
couraged to speak because he does not 
talk as well as some others. It should 
with the deaf. I y one

A very pl« a- 
Congress of Instructors of the Deaf 
was the fact that so many of its deaf 
members, with evident commendable 
pride, orally read their productions to 
the audience, while some hearing 
friend translated them from their 
diction into the sign-language, for the 
benetit of the deaf who were pi 
This was the reverse o( the usage of 
former years. May we not hope that 
the same spirit that amimated these 
authors will pervade the entire deaf 
community. The world moves, and 
the signs of the limes indicate that 
the Speaking deal are coming to the 
front to remain there. 

The American Assoeation to promote 
the teaching of speech to the .leaf. 
Ball to unite with it in what- 
ever is calculated to advance the 
r uplifting of this class, and 
especially bespeaks the sympathy and 
loo-operation of the deaf thems< 
in the good work to which it is 
apart.

Di ,u; Kiuron: - I am quite sure 
that among our Eastern deaf-mute 
workers, and the deaf themselves that 
our Western schools are almost, or 
entirely unknown. 1 write this short 
article (hoping you may find room for 
it. in your valuable paper) of our 
Washington State School in Van- 
couver, and the wonderful advance- 
ment of so young an institution. 

During my years spent with the 
deaf in tbe East, I have rarely, if 
ever, found an article written, giving 
any information regarding these 

schools, consequently had only a 

slight idea of their being in existence. 

it was my astonishment on my 
arrival here this summer to find such 

ions work in so young a State 
defective youth, under the 
f Prof. Watson, who with 
his wife have made it. what it now is. 
Their first experience must have been 
anything but pleasant, holding school 
in an "old shanty," in the woods with 
90 pupils. We can hardly conceive the 

amount of patience and perseverance 

it must have taken, leaving friends 
so far behind in tbe Past to come to 
such a new field, and wilderness. Since 
that time, the State has built a 
brick building for the deaf (ami 
blind at present) magnificent in 
architecture, (the " Washingtonian " 
printed by the deaf pupils, 
good cuts of the school), overlook- 
ing the famous ami beautiful Co- 
lumbia River, snow clad peaks and 
mountain I x iew on all sides, 

eight miles from the city of Portland, 
Oregon, connected with Vancouver 
by electric railway. The grounds of 
the institution arc large, and are 
being beautified in nian> 
as having vegetables, garden, etc. 

A.8 you enter the building, you are 
at once struck with the spacious and 
beautiful entrance hall. The tljning 
hall is another part of the building, 
well worthy of mention for its beauty, 
one of which few schools enjoy. The 
whole institution is so thoroughly 
equipped with all tbe comforts and 
necessities of the pupils and house- 
holds, (or a school so new. 

The building is lit by electricity, 
its own dynamo, which is a 
great convenience. Several trades 
are being taught, both girls and boys, 
which keep them occupied after 
school hours. 

The institution is indeed one of 
which many of our older States might 
xv ill be proud. 

The school is like one large family, 
the harmony which unong 

principal, instructors and pupils, gives 

it an air of homeliness ami refinement. 
Mr. and Mrs. Waston are so much 
more than mere principal and wife, 
their interest being entirely undivid- 
ed, all Centered on the welfare of the 
children, and how they can be bene- 
fited while under their oar* and 
Christian influence, and another 
marked feature is the appreciation and 

kindness shown faithful work, 
the schools. 

Three iiuarl, i mile distant 

f.'oni the main building, is the de- 
partment for the feeble-minded, 
A somewhat smaller building, but 
built with every thought of comfort 
and convenience.

Judging from the mass of corre- 
spondence in the last JotrBWJCt, the 
publication of the proceedings of the 
Congress of the Deaf and of the 
National Convention, is v.o nearer to 
a determination than when the sub- 
ject was first broached. It has been 
now over four months since these 
bodies convened. Aside of the sum- 
mary accounts, meagre as they ne- 
cessarily must be, and a few papers 
read before the bodies is all that have 
seen the light of day. Why is this 
thus, we may ask. U is certainly no 
credit to the deaf as a body. There 
should bave been more united action 
and less fooling, or more properly 
speaking, less red tape. The proceed- 
ings of the teachers' Congress is 
published, and it was" don, 
and in so quiet a manner that it took 
all by surprise by its early appearance. 
Certainly the proceedings of tbe deaf 
arc just as important, and should be 
out by this time. But what is the 
result ? It can be measured by a 
cipher, If any one, is to blame for 
this lack of foresight, it is the Vi 
tional Convention itself. Someone at 
the time of meeting should have 
possessed sufficient forethought to 
meet the emergency. Bad the ques- 
tion of printing the proceedings 
been presented then and then 
doubt not but what it would have 
been carried through by an over- 
whelming "aye" vote. Thus we would 
now have in compact form the pro- 
ceedings and papers read in tbe two 
now memorable bodies to be handed 

down to posterity. But as this was 
not accomplished the next best 
thing to it was sought. Get the 

executive Committee of the Nation- 
al Association to do what the Con- 
vention itself overlooked. Now, 
when it was thought the matter bad 
been favorably settled, some fellow- 
bobs up serenely, who thinks he has 
Gushing at his nngera'ends and inter- 
saying that the Committee has 
no power to act. If that, is true, than 
Dra. Fay, Noyes and Bell, havi 
to learn much of Cashing and his 
manual. All their correspondence 
and conclusions which burden nearly 
the whole of the last Annab in regard 
to the " Classification of Method 
Love's labor lost. 

Whether suggestion or motion, 
every one knew at the time Mr. 
VedltS made his announcement 
through the press what the question 
was and what it was sought to ac- 
complish. The verdict is in fax or of 
the publication of the proceedings. 
and the matter should now pi 
despite those who imagine they know 

all about parliamentary law. 

There will be a general objection 
to the printing of alphabet cards, as 

suggested by Mr. Hanson, and have 
the association pay for the work. 

One hundred dollars is a pretty steep 
sum for the association to stand 
for. The states themselves could 
■ well carry out, the object 
sought — in fact, some of them do. 
Here cards of the visiting kin,: 
or a little larger, are printed bearing 
the deaf and dumb alphabet and are 
freely 'distributed. 'I hen there is the 
annual report. It contains the al- 
phabet ; it is sent to many homes of 
the state yearly; to all the papers 
sent to the Institution. Members of 

the Legislature iven a certain 

number of copies of the report which 
they take good care to send to their 
constituents. In other States the same 
is the practice, we suppose. Then, 
too, many of deaf-mute papers publish 
cuts of the alphabet and thus send it 
broadcast among the people. It 
certainly has a wide distribution, and 
if it is not more learned by the hear-
